SENSATIONAL DlVOItUE CASE. 

A Member of the British Aristocracy Ven- 
tilates His Domestic Grievances In 
the Divorce Court. 

Londok, July 23. — The trial of the 
Yarde-Buller divorce case began to-dity 
before the Rt. Hon. .Sir Francis Henry 
Jeune. The plaintiff is Hon. "Walter 
Yarde-Buller, brother of Lord Churston, 
and member of a distinguished Devon- 
shire family. The defendant, Mrs. Lei- 
lah Yarde-Buller, is a daughter of the 
late General R. W. Kirkham, a former 
wealthy resident of Ban Francisco. 
The Yarde-Biillers were married in 1886. 
The plaintiff alleges cruelly and adultery 
on the part of the defendant with Mr. 
Valentine Gadsden. Mrs. Yarde-Buller 
denies all the allegations and makes 
eouetercharges. The plaintiff's petition 
recites the facta of his marriage with the 
delendant, who was then the widow of 
Mr. Boyle Blair, tin Englishman who 
had died in the British consular service 
in South Africa, when he settled $(55,000 
upon her, but subject to the life inter- 
est of Ins mot her, 

Soon after tne marriage, it in alleged, 
(rediscovered that hiH wife was given to 
drink. After their return to England, 
it is further alleged, the defendant 
threatened to kill the petitioner with 
a knife and struck him with a silver- 
mounted bag. 

Mr. Yarde-Buller testilied in support 
of the allegations contained in the 
petition, lie .also denied the accusations 
of adultery which his wife brought against 
him in her counter-petition. He and 
bis wife bad separated, but were re- 
united in 1894. His wife, how- 
ever, continued to behave like a mad 
woman. Once she took poison. She 
locked herself in the drawing room and 
made Btrango noises. Sometimes she 
locked her husband out of the house. 
Upon one occasion she struck him with 
a dinner plate. One night she insisted 
upon going to the Alhambra music hall, 
and afterwards to the Cafe Cavour, a 
resort of the demi-monde, where she 
made a disturbance. Then she 
drove home with a strange woman 
and locked bim out of the house. Under 
cross-examination the petitioner denied 
that his domestic troubles arose from his 
drinking and fast living. He bad never 
struck bis wife, he testified, although he 
bad signed a statement that he had done

B. C. FROZEN SALMON. 

English Houses Hope to Make Arrange- 
ments Tor Satisfactory Shipments 
Fl om This Province. 

(From the Montreal Witness.) 

Although British Columbia salmon has 
reached the London market by way of 
the Cape, the route is felt to be too long, 
and it has been agreed that the shorter 
route of the C. P. R., which would, in 
the summer, convey the lish from Van- 
couver to Montreal, where it would be 
placed in cold storage on the steamer, 
and in the winter bring it to St. John, 
would be a guarantee that the business, 
if all else were favorable, could be pro- 
fitably worked. 

The representatives of several large 
English house have come out and inter- 
viewed Mr. Bos worth, the general freight 
manager of the C. 1'. B., upon the sub- 
ject, with results of u highly satisfactory 
character. These gentlemen are at pre- 
sent in British Columbia, and il is hoped 
the foundations of a profitable business 
have been laid for this valuable Can- 
adian product. Mr. Bosworth stated 
that the terms which the company was 
enabled to offer, seemed to the delega- 
tion to be quite satisfactory. They were 
much lower than had been obtained 
from the longer route, which was ob- 
jectionable. 

" There does not. seem to be any rea- 
son why this trade should not grow to 
considerable and profitable dimensions,' 
said Mr. Bosworth. 'The experiment 
has hitherto only been tried in a very 
small way. With greater facilities, with 
a shorter route, and with a study of the 
needs of the English market, there 
should be a good future for this enter- 
prise. Scotch salmon are preferred in 
the Old Country while they last, but 
they are exhausted in August, and it is 
then the Canadian tradeiuight be under- 
taken and carried on through the winter. 
With our shorter route and with coid 
storage during the warm weather, the 
lish should reach England in excellent 
condition, and the people would soon 
come to relish the flavor and quality of 
our fish, which are really second to 
none. I expect another visit from the 
delegation upon their return from Brit- 
ish Columbia. 1 am very hopeful that 
this business may ultimately become .. 
great Hticcess." 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, July 23.— The question of 
passing an order prohibiting the ex- 
portation of arms and munitions of war 
will be considered to-morrow. Such an 
order would effectually stop Cuban 
filibustering in our waters. So far as 
the supposed filibustering at Quebec is 
concerned, It appears that a false alarm 
has been raised in regard to this vessel. 
A full investigation shows that the vessel 
was not of the character at first sup- 
posed. The customs officers, however, 
have been enjoined to be on the alert for 
this class of offenders. 

Until the ministerial bye-elections are 
over no important work will be trans- 
acted by the ministers at the Capital. 
The Premier told me this afternoon that 
he did not propose to address many 
meetings in Quebec next week ; indeed 
he will be here for the greater portion of 
the week after speaking at one or more 
places in Tarte's behalf. Such import- 
ant questions as the fast Atlantic 
steamship project and the Pacific cable 
will be taken up by the cabinet as a 
whole on the report of the sub-commit- 
tee now considering the matters. 

Regarding the new Minister of the In- 
terior, Mr. Laurler expressed the belief 
that nothing would bo Bettled for a 
couple of weeks. Meanwhile Senator 
Mclnnes is holding the fort and thinks 
he should get the portfolio. 

In view of the important fishing inter- 
ests raised on Anticosti by the recent 
action of Mr. Henri Menicr's men, the 
visit of the chocolate king to Ottawa is 
looked forward to with a good deal of 
interest. At the fishery department a 
report has been received stating that Mr. 
Menier is prepared to deal considerately 
with Canadian fishermen, but desire's 
his rights to be respected. Probably a 
portion of the coast will be set apart for 
fiBh curing. 

' Toronto, July 23 — (Special) — The 
World's Montreal correspondent says 
that Hon. T. M. Daly, ex-minister of 
the interior, now en route for Canada, 
will be the Conservative candidate in 
Brandon as soon as Dalton McCarthy 
resigns that seat. There is a great deal 
of sympathy for Mr. Daly in bis old con- 
stituency, and he would carry tlie seat 
against Joseph Martin or any other 
Laurier candidate brought forward. 

Halifax, July 23.— At the Liberal 
convention in Braddock yesterday Hon. 
M. Murray, the new premier and pro- 
vincial secretary of Nova Scotia, was 
nominated to represent Victoria. 



THE MURDER OUT. 

A Seaman Swears That He Saw the Mute 
Kill the Captain of the "Fuller." 

Halifax, July 23. — The inquiry held 
at the instigation of Consul-General In.- 
graham into the Herbert Fuller tragedy 
was concluded to-night. Seaman 
Thomas Brown swore positively that lie 
saw Mate Bram kill Capl. Nash with an 
axe and afterwards heard cries and 
groans from the captain's wife. 
His excuse for not making it known at 
the time is that he was afraid the 
mate would kill him. Mate Brum does 
not seem able to reconcile some of his 
statements, but persists in his assertion 
that he is innocent. He says he saw no 
one do the killing, but thinks if was 
Brown. On the recommendation of the 
medical examiner, the city stipendiary 
will begin an in vesication to-morrow at 
noon. Young Monks was released on 
bail being given by his father to-night. 
The bodies of the victims were sent to 
Maine to-night.

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THE MINING OUTLOOK. 

Opinions of a Gentleman Who i3 Materially 
Interested in the Mines of 
Kootenay. 

Mr. W. B. Dennis, president of the 
Port Townsend Board of Trade, and 
vice- president of the Northwest Alining 
Association, is in the city. He is :i 
brother of Mr. G. B. Denuis, of Spok- 
ane, president of the Xorthwest Mining 
Association, and is in close touch with 
the mining world. Speaking with a 
representative of the Colonist yester- 
day, Mr. Dennis said : 

"I believe that British Columbians 
hardly yet realize the vast treasures of 
wealth that lie locked up in the moun- 
tains of their own country. No one can 
visit the mining camps of Trail creek 
and Boundary creek without being 
deeply impressed with the great oppor- 
tunities for profitable investment 
which these districts afford. I pre- 
dict that within the next three 
years the world will go mad over 
mining, and the madness will be 
focussed upon that mineral belt 
lying along the boundary line of British 
Columbia and the United StateB, when 
its fabulous mineral wealth and extent 
become known. There is a gradually 
growing demand all over the world for 
mines. 1 saw it coming when 1 was in 
New York city last winter, and subse- 
quent events have fulfilled the predie- 
Jiction, although the movement in 
mines has only barely begun compared 
with what " it, will be in the 
near future. I would advise every- 
one living out. here in this Western 
country to get in now, and when the 
rush comes to be sellers rather than 
buyers. What the mining country wants 
is "legitimate development work upon 
strict business lines, not booming and 
stock wild-catting. 

" A man need not be a millionaire to 
make money in the mines. Of course, 
it takes a good deal of money, as well as 
brains, to develope a mine, especially 
in refractory ores, but there are 
plenty of legitimate mining companies, 
composed of honorable and responsible 
men, who own excellent claims which 
they are developing.

" There are three points that should 
always he carefully looked into — first, 
pee whether the company actually has a 
clear title to its claims , second, find out 
who are the majority owners of the com- 
pany, and in whose hands the manage- 
ment will be ; see that tliey are thor- 
oughly responsible men, financially and 
morally ; third, find out the exact dis- 
trict in which the claim is located, and 
whether there is actually any mineral in 
place on the ground. The third point 
will be settled by the second if you have 
found out the management is responsi- 
ble and experienced. These three points 
favorably settled, you cannot go very far 
astray in buying the treasury Btocks of 
such companies at the low prices at 
which they usually sell.

Vancouver, July 23.— The local com- 
panies of the Fifth are organizing a bu^le 
and fife and drum bund.

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminister, July 2o. — The 
other dav the engineer of a Westminster 
bound freight train,'whose name has not 
yet been ascertained, when near Five 
Mile creek, saw a child playing on the 
track in front of the engine. Il whs im- 
possible to stop the train, which was go- 
ing down grade at full speed. He there- 
fore climbed out on tlie cow-catcher and 
seizing tlie child swung it clear of the 
train.

There was some little trouble on board 
the Nicaraglian bark Leon yesterday 
which has been however amicably tui- 
justeil. It appears that wiiile the vessel 
was in Alaskan waters the formerownera 
sold her to another firm, who im- 
mediately deposed Captain W. Erickson 
and appointed the first mate in his 
place. Acting under the impression 
that their claim for wages would not be 
allowed by the new owners, several 
members of the crew refused duty. The 
captain applied to Mr. Bute for advice 
and was by him directed to see the 
Nicaraguan consul, Mr. Dennison. That 
gentleman managed to satisfy the mal- 
contents that their wages will beduly 
paid on the arrival of the vessel at San 
Francisco, whither she is bound with a 
cargo of Wellington coal.

THE STEVESTON SHOOTING. 

Sheehan Committed for Trial as a Result of 
the Iii'iuest on ''Tosh" McKenzie, 

Stkvuston, July 2!!. — (Special) — The 
verdict of the coroner's jury in the Tosh 
McKenzie shooting case is to the effect 
that McKenzie met his death by a bul- 
let wound inflicted when in it scuffle 
with Ed. Sheehan. Constable M unlock , 
who heard the shot, testified that upon 
going to see what was the matter be was 
met by Sheehan, who gave himself up, 
saying he had shot a man in 
self-defence. Several witnesses cor- 
roborated each other in staling 
that after some words, in which the de- 
ceased said he was prepared to clear the 
house, a acilllle ensued, that the men 
clinched and I hat a revolver went off, 
but owing to it being somewhat dark at 
the time they could not see who tired 
the shot. It appears that the house had 
been let to McKenzie wfio paid a deposit, 
and on Friday was notified by the 
police to leave, and as he had not acted 
ut> to tho terms of the agreement, the 
owners re-let the house to Sheehan, who 
had taken possession and moved in his 
atuDf. McKenzie, in spite of the warn- 
ing of the police, returned to town and 
determined to take possession of the 
house by force, using threatening lan- 
guage and holding his hand on his hip 
pocket all the time. 

Tho post mortem went to show that 
the bullet, a 4-1 calibre, entered at the 
nose, and passing through the head, 
lodged at the base of the skull. Sheehan 
was committed for trial by Police Magis- 
trate Atkinson. Sheehan came from 
Port Townsond, whore his father is at 
present County Assessor. 

"Tosh" McKenzie, the dead man, 
had a very unenviable reputation, and 
was well known lo tho police nt West- 
minster, where he has heen living lor 
some years oil' and on.

A Tunnel Cut Through a Brick 
AVitll and Voting Papers 
Stolen. 



Taooma, July 23.— Yesterday was eet 
by Judge Pritchard for counting the 
ballots in the contest brought by Mayor 
or ex-Muyor Edward S. Qrr against 
Mayor or Actine Mayor Angelo Vance 
Fawcett. Counsel for the parties inter- 
ested were before Judge Pritchard this 
afternoon in the prosecution of the ease. 
It became necessary to have the ballots 
in court, and the judge on the bench 
ordered that Comptroller and Ex-Officio 
Clerk Benham produce the ballots. Mr. 
Benham went immediately to the city 
hall in quest of the ballots, which had 
been securely locked and scaled in ;i 
vault or. the third door. When the 
door was unlocked a startling and sen- 
sational discovery was made, An open- 
ing had been made through the brick 
wall into the vault, and half of the bal- 
lot boxes had been broken into. 

On investigation it was found that the 
ballots in four precincts had been stolen. 
They are the second precinct of the 
third ward, the first precinctoi the sixth 
ward, the second precinct of the seventh 
ward, and the first precinct of theeighth 
ward. Ah soon as the comptroller and 
his deputies ascertained the condition of 
the vault the party retired, the door was 
locked, anil word was immediately sent 
to Judge Pritchard's court room of the 
discovery that had been made. 

In a surprisingly short time the news 
that the city hall had been burglarized 
and t he ballots stolen was on the streets, 
and it was the sole topic of conversation 
during the remainder of the day. The 
crowds at the bulletin boards who had 
been watching the progress of the Popu- 
list convention at St. Louis lost interest 
in everything save the crime that had 
been committed at the city hall. At the 
clubs and hotels, as well as everywhere 
on the streets, C jmptroller Benham 's 
startling discovery was discussed, and 
many expressions denouncing the work 
of the miscreants who rilled the vault 
•were heard. Naturally, the public were 
quick to fasten the responsibility for this 
outrage on Mayor Fawcett's administra- 
tion. As if to clinch the matter, it came 
out that day janitor Blanchard and com- 
missioner of public worke Doherty had 
been in possession for several days of 
facts showing that a raid on the vault 
containing the ballots had been made. It 
appears from Blanchard's story that two 
steel crowbars and a jimmy had been 
found ten days ago at the head of a dis- 
used staircase leading from the base- 
ment of the building to the fourth floor. 
Blanchard kept the discovery to himself 
till last Sunday, when lie notified Com- 
missioner Doherty of bis find, The two 
went to the head of the stiiirs and found 
the tools. Tory were covered with sand 
and briekdiiHt. Nothing whatever was 
done at the time, and noeffort was made 
to ascertain who had brought the tools 
to this strange place or for what purpose 
they had heen used. 

Soon after the discovery wag made, 
the vault was visited by the officers of 
the court, several councilmen, the attor- 
neys interested in the case, Mayor Faw- 
cett and other city officials. 'I'he ballot 
boxes were removed to the office of 
Deputy Clerk Kovs, and a canvass of the 
returns was made. It wuh found that 
the ballots of the four precincts above 
named had been abstracted. Many 
of the seals oil the other ballot 
boxes gave evidence of having been 
broken into. Part of the ballots had 
been inclosed in wooden boxes, and 
locked and sealed with red sealing wax. 
The ballots in other precincts were 
placed in paper sacks and sealed in a 
similar manner. Although a thorough 
examination has been made by Comp- 
troller Benham, it is impossible to tell 
how many ballots were stolen. 

What effect t he loss of the ballots will 
have on Mayor I h r'scase noone can tell. 

A BURNING METEOR 

Falls From the Sky and Creates Great 
Alarm in IVexico. 

City ok Mkxico, July 2I5.— A remark- 
able phenomenon at t hi' mine of Santos 
lieves, in the state of Ohihuhua, oc- 
curred yesterday afternoon at 8 o'clock. 
A tremendous explosion was heard and 
an enormous mass of burning matter 
was seen to fall from the heavens, strik- 
ing the side of the mountain and bring- 
ing down with it in its course the entire 
cliffs. It finally plunged into the 
ground, making a hole from which boil- 
ing water still issues. One of the most 
singular phenomena observed was the 
heavy rainfall immediately after the de- 
scent of the meteor. The people are 
very superstitious as this is one of the 
many realizations of the prophecies of 
the vision-seeing girl of Tabasco. The 
same meteor destroyed the house of a 
miner, killing two children. 

DISSATISFACTION IN CUBA. 

White Insurgents Object to a Colored Lead- 
er—Spaniards Hanged -Surrender of 
a Kebel Leader. 

Havana, July 23. — Information Iron, 
reliable sources has been received here 
that great dissatisfaction exists among 
the white insurgents in consequence of 
the selection of Carico, a negro, to suc- 
ceed to the command of the late Jose 
Maceo. Two Spaniards have been hang- 
ed by the insurgent band of Morejon, 
near Cuevitas, in the province of Mat- 
anzas. The insurgent leader Cabanas 
surrendered with an armed insurgent 
force at Cape San Antonio on June 211. 
In skirmishes on the line between the 
provinces of Havana and MatanzaB, the 
insurgents left ten of their number 
kiiledund one prisoner. The troops lost 
one killed and eight wounded.

MURDEHED AT SKA. 

Investigation Into the Bloody Occurrences 
on the Barkentine "Fuller"— A 
Confession Expected. 

Halifax, July 23. — A hearing at the 
request of U. S. Consul lngrabam 
into the triple murder committed on 
board the barkentine Herbert Fuller 
was begun before the Stipendiary Mag- 
istrate here this morning. It was strictly 
private and held in the ollice of the 
magistrate, besides whom only the wit- 
nesses, Lester H.Moncks, who was a 
passenger on the vessel, his counsel 
and his father aud uncle were 
present. Monks was called upon to 
testify first, as he was the one 
who discovered the murder and gave 
the alarm as well as having been most 
active in the subsequent events. After 
he had finished, the members of the 
crew of the Fuller, including Mate 
Brain, who are in custody, were heard 
separately. The only information 
given out was that all the testimony 
taken at the hearing would be immedi- 
ately sealed and forwarded to Washing- 
ton. At the police station this morn- 
ing it was stated that Bram, the mate, 
seemed to be breaking down and the 
authorities are beginning to look for a 
confession. 



STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Change for the Better in the Financial Out- 
look—Market Closing More 
Cheerfully. 

New York, July 23. — The change for 
the better in the financial outlook, owing 
to the effective me azures that are being 
taken for the protection of the treasury 
reserve gold, while gratifying to the con- 
servative element, failed to induce pro- 
fessional operators, both here and in 
London, to forego the option to realize 
profits. The marketing of long stock 
imparted a rather feverish tone to the 
late dealings, but considering the 
discouragement'that had recently pre- 
vailed among holders and owners of 
securities the market to-day displayed 
in the main unexpected strength. A 
cheerful sentiment finally obtained on 
the substantial deposits of gold in the 
sub-treasury by the New York banks, 
and encouraging advices as to the prob- 
ability of similar action on the part of 
the financial institutions and banks in 
Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia and other 
large cities. The total deposits at the 
sub-treasury yesterday and to-day are 
$15, 750, 000, bringing the treasury cold 
reserve up to approximately $102,564,- 
538. The stock market opened irregulaT 
with a sagging tendency on the lower 
London cables, but soon rallied on pur- 
chases lor both accounts and the reap- 
pearance of foreign orders.

It is creditable to some of the Liberal 
newspapers that expression of regret 
and disgust at the exclusion of the Hon.

But while this is true, it would have 
been a matter of still greater import- 
ance, in our judgment, to have had Mr. 
Mills in the new government, at all 
events tor the lirst year or two of its 
care'"', In many respects Mr. Mills is 
the ablest man in Camilla. Principal 
Grant once said the public was never 
properly seized of any large Canadian 
subject until it had been discussed bv 
Mr. Mills. To Western Ontario Mr. 
Mills has long been the principal figure. 
Less a politician than a statesman, Mr. 
Mills has doubtless been less " hust- 
ling " than some others; but permanent 
national regard anil inlltience seldom go 
to public men of the " hustling " type; 
and we make bold to say that to-day no 
man from Atlantic to Pacific possesses 
more nf the statesman's hold upon the 
reading, thinking public than the 
Hon. David Mi Us. No man would have 
contributed more to the mental re- 
sources of the new administration. 
Public opinion will not be satisfied un- 
less the great gifts of this eminent son of 
Western Ontario are turned to account 
in the service of bis country at the earli- 
est possible moment. 
Notwithstanding the restraint which the 
Advertiser has evidently put upon itself, 
it cannot help showing that it, is greatly 
disappointed and seriously displeased 
that the great services which Mr. Mills 
has rendered his party during its long 
period of adversity have not received the 
slightest public acknowledgment. 

The Dominion, of Bridgetown, Out., 
published in the part of the Dominion 
it; which Mr. Mills is best known, when 
it speaks in indignant terms of the slight 
put upon one of the oldest and ablest 
advocates of Liberal principles in Can- 
ada, expresses the feeling of men of all 
parties and creeds.

AN IMPORTANT CRISIS. 

The present crisis in the United 
States is regarded by thinking and pa- 
triotic men as most important. The im- 
pending struggle is not, in their opinion , 
an ordinary party contest which when it 
is over, no matter which party gains, 
will leave the country in safe hands. 
What is aimed at by the aggressive par- 
ty is not a mere change of policy but a 
revolution which will affect the very 
foundations of society, Harper's Week- 
ly, commenting on "The Triumph of 
Sectionalism and Communism," says: 

The Democratic party, as it is repre- 
sented by the convention thai met at 
Chicago, is a party of communism and 
sectionalism. It is not the only party of 
tiiis kind that the country lias known, 
but it is the only one t hat has been im- 
portant enough to demand reckoning 
with as out cf the two chief l tctoi ■■> in u 
Presidential contest. Twenty years ago 
we had the Greenbackers and Grangers. 
Later we hail the Farmers' Alliance, the 
Labor parties and the avowed Socialists. 
The hardships of life, very few of which 
result from the action of government, 
that have bred a swarm of pestilential 
political insects, have been in operation 
in this way since history began, and will 
continue until the millenium, to foster 
the demagogues who fatten on hatred of 
prosperity, jealousy of rewarded indus- 
try, impatience with the rule of 
law, the desire to force the com- 
munity to protect the individual 
from the results of his own incapacity 
and to level down the average by re- 
straining the development of industrial 
and social faculties. All this is express- 
ed in the platform and ticket that were 
presented by the Chicago convention to 
the considerate judgment of the Ameri- 
can people." There is something almost 
grotesque in this invitation. It requests 
consideration anil judgment upon a pas- 
sionate bellow of ignorance, upon which 
the controllers of the convention them- 
selves dared not permit the exercise of 
calm judgment; lor to carry their point 
they refused to abide by the rule of the 
Democratic party, which permits the 
National Committee to name the tem- 
porary chairman of the convention, 
while t hey t brew out a sufficient num- 
ber of gold delegates, seating silver men 
in their stead, to give themselves a two- 
thirds majority. Xot only were com- 
munists and anarchists in control of the 
convention, but the avowed pur- 
pose of this modern Democracy is to 
change the guarantee of the constitu- 
tion, and to secure from the Federal 
Government legislation that shall not be 
for the "general welfare" of the Union, 
but which its projectors fondly hope 
will give unjust and dishonest gain to 
the West ami South at the expense of 
the Fast. 

Harper's Weekly is not alone in 
viewing with serious alarm tiie proceed- 
ings of the Chicago convention. Men 
who are not commonly considered poli- 
ticians — scholars and thinkers who or- 
dinarily take no part in political con- 
tests - have been moved to emerge from 
their retirement for the purpose of warn- 
ing the people against the principles — 
if they can be properly called principle 
— and the designs of the men 
who have seized the leadership of 
what they call the Democratic party 
and selected its representative for 
election to the office of President. One 
of these is Andrew D. White, lor many 
years President of Cornell University 
and former Minister to Germany and to 
Russia. This very able man lias seen it 
hisduty to bis country to write an open 
letter to leaders of the Democratic party, 
personal friends of his own, urging them 
to lay aside all [tarty and personal con- 
siderations and vote for the Republican 
nominee, Mr. McKinley. This, he con- 
sidered, " the only certain means of re- 
buking the spirit of repudiation. Dem- 
ocracy," he adds, " has heretofore stood 
as a conservative force in the country, 
but at the convention we see in control 
a heterogeneous mass of Anarchists, So- 
cialists, Populists, speculators and sec- 
tionalists — the strength of neither of the 
great parties and the worst of 
both." The writer reminds those 
whom he addressee of the noble 
part taken by the Democrats previous to 
the great civil war, how they throwing 
aside all minor considerations united 
with the Republicans to serve the 
Union. He believes that the present 
crisis is equally important ami quite as 
dangerous to the welfare of the people of 
the United States. He is quite aware 
that the Democrats whom he addresses 
are free traders, and that McKinley and 
his party are protectionists, but he says 
to them : 

Even if you utterly reject the Re- 
publican ideas regarding the develop- 
ment of national industries, on another 
thing— and that infinitely the more im- 
portant —we are agreed. You know that 
the financial policy laid down at Chicago 
means individual and national bank- 
ruptcy, distress and dishonor. You 
know that its premises tire falBe, 
its promises delusive, its consequence 
ruinous. You know that it means 
the wreck of life and lire insurance 
companies, trust companies, sewings

In the 
iast hundred, who lire in the third and 
final stage on Saturday, scores of 182 
and upwards will probably he included, 
which will leave three Canadians in the 
race, but so low down as to have virtu- 
dly no chance of winning the first prize.

Capt. Foster 
wins the X. R. A. silver medal and 
badge for attaining the highest score in 
the first two stages. 

In the Volunteer aggregate several 
Canadians take prizes. For the cup 
presented by Sir Donald Smith, high 
commissioner for Canada, for the best 
Canadian score in this aggregate Lieu- 
tenants Weller and Munro are a tie at 
170—210 being the possible— and will 
shoot oil* for the trophy.

When 
it is at work the Trail smelter will have 
a capacity of COO tons per day. 

Tire B" C. S. & R. Co. have secured 
contracts for the entire output of the War 
Eagle, Iron Mask and Virginia mines 
from July 1 to January 1, 1897. 

Eight thousand tons of Lo Roi ore 
have been handled by the Trail smelter 
this year. 

Cupt. FitzstubDB has been in town and 
the country for several da\s in his offi- 
cial capacity as gold commissioner. He 
will go into the murphy Creek country 
for the purpose of attending to the needs 
of that district in regard to trailB, ho 
having three thousand dollars to be 
spent on such work irr the next twelve 
months. 

A. W. Boyd and W. H. Hurlbert, of 
Fort Sheppard, who have been prospect- 
ing on the north fork of the Salmon, 
have, it ia reported, made the biggeBt 
find ever discovered irr that lively carrrp. 
It is a seven-foot ledge with iron cap- 
ping, showing free gold to the naked eye, 
and the result is that everybody here- 
abouts is ready to stampede. This pro- 
perty is three miles from the railroad 
siding at North Fork, and a mile from 
the trail leading up that river. 



FIRES DIMINISHING. 

On the Island the Flames Seem to Have 
Run Their Course Through the 
Timber. 

News from tho island districts shows 
that the forest fires have apparently 
done their worst, and though a good 
deal more timber may he destroyed rrrr 
less rain comes soon, there seems to be 
no danger tn the various towns and set 
tlements. Mr. Geo. Brown a' rived fr om 
Alberni yesterduy and reports that 
fires do not appear to be as bad along 
the road as during the preceding days 
of the week. He saw the Cataract dam 
burning as he passed down China creek 
on Tuesday, hut. news yesterday is to 
the effect that it is only a part of the 
wing dam that was destroyed. At the 
Duke of York claim washing will start 
again in another day, though of course 
the loss of the various buildings will 
cause considerable inconvenience. Mr 
Browrr reports that Hanson, God- 
frey, Lindsey and other prospectors 
who were in the mountains off China 
creek, lost their whole outfit and had a 
narrow escape from the lire. Quite 
number of other prospectors are no 
doubt irr the same fix. 

A wire from Union yesterday after- 
noon statest that the damage to the 
bridge, culverts and telegraph lirres 
amounts to some $500. The timber 
damage was small, as the flames passed 
over a part of the district that had al- 
ready been cut over. The tires are now 
well under control. 

From Chemainus comes word that 
there is no (ire nearer than Hall's Cioss- 
ing and the damage is slight. 

A few hundred dollars will cover the 
loss by birsb tires in the settled district 
round Duncan, Indians being the prin- 
cipal sufferers, and the fires are nearly 
all out.

THE GOLD STANDARD. 

Formation of a Non-Partisan Gold Standard 
League in Everett, Washington. 

Everett, July 23,— There is a strong 
sentiment here, independent of party, 
in favor of maintaining the gold stan- 
dard. As an industrial city, shipping 
large quantities of its products to for- 
eign countries, it is brought into close 
trade relations with countries doing 
business on a gold basis. This senti- 
ment, too, is in harmony with the cap- 
italists who have put in millions of 
money in the greatest development of 
silver properties in tne Cascades, name- 
ly, the mines at Monte Cristo; never- 
theless the men who are back- 
ing that groat proposition and who 
would be supposed to profit largely 
by the free coinage of silver are not ad- 
vocating such a policy, but on the con- 
trary are outspoken in favor of main- 
taining the gold standard. The paper 
mill, the railroads, the smelter, the 
barge works, all represent heavy invest- 
ments of capital that have developed 
properly out of the wilderness and have 
induced other capital to invest here, in 
fact, have increased the assessed valua- 
tion of Snohomish county ten or twenty 
fold. All this capital, confident in the 
resources and weal lb of the country, is 
not clamoring for the free coinage of 
silver, but is going steadily forward with 
the development of the mines at Monte 
Cristo as well as encouraging the open- 
ing of mines at Silverton and other 
places along the line ol the Everett & 
Monte Cristo railroad. 

The spirit of patriotism and national 
honor above party, the feeling that the 
United States is strong enough to have 
its coinage as stable as Great Britain or 
any country of continental Europe, has 
led to tiie formation of the Everett >'on- 
Partisan Hold Standard League, and 
with very little effort a good list of 
signatures lias been obtained. That the 
list will grow there is no doubt. Fol- 
lowing is the declaration of the league: 

" We, the undersigned, free from all 
political bias, and independent of all 
political association or affiliations, sub- 
scribe our names as memliers of an 
organization to be known as the Everett 
Non-Partisan Gold Standard League. 

"The object of the league is to pro- 
mote, support and advocate the doctrine 
of Bound money in our community, and 
thereby to uphold, sustain and uplift 
the financial credit, honor and integrity 
of our city, county, state and nation." 

The officers of tho league are to lie 
elected audits constitution to he adopted 
at a meeting to be called for that pur- 
pose at an early day, but any qualified 
voter in Snohomish county approving 
and indorsing its principles n ay become 
a member.

FIltE AND WIND. 

Conflagrations Sweep Through Portions of 
Washington -Settlers Driven Out 
by the Flames. 

Seattle, Wn., July 2.'!. — Forest Qrea 
to-night destroyed the lonk'inn camp of 
S. Clother & Son at Central Station, on 
the Bellingham Bay and British Colum- 
bia railway; loss $20,000. The entire 
country north of here is in flames. Four 
freight cars and a considerable quantity 
of side track of the I!.!?. & B.C. railroad 
were destroyed. The flames are gradu- 
ally working towards New Whatcom. 
The U.S. forestry commission are here 
for the purpose of inspecting the forests, 
but the commissioners cannot go out on 
account of the Ores. They estimate the 
damage at many millions of dollars. 

\ strong wind has been blowing from 
the east for the past '24 hours, clearing 
the atmosphere of smoke, but in the 
mountains to the north the breeze has 
been the means of fanning the fires into 
raging walls of flames, which are sweep- 
ing across the mountains and down the 
valleys with terrible rapidity. When 
the air was still the lires were confined 
to the mountains and did not creep 
down into the valleys, but now those 
who sought safety there are compelled 
to flee for their lives. 

News from points along the Columbia 
is to the effect that the high wind has 
fanned the smouldering embers into 
fresh blazes and where the miners 
thought they were safe, the lire having 
passed over them, they find themselves 
surrounded by flames. In some eases 
escape is impossible and a number of 
deaths may be the result. 

SPOKANE UNDER WATER. 

Rivers Out of Their Banks Thousands of 
Acres of Corn Destroyed. 

Si-okane, Wn., July •_':>.— A portion of 
this city wag submerged yesterday by 
the waters of a flood at Shawnee Run 
Creek, which runs through the aouthern 
part of the town. The chubo of the flood 
was a deluge of rain which poured down 
from midnight until to-night. Many of 
the houses along the sides of the Shaw- 
nee river were completely surrounded by 
water and the people moved out of them 
in boats. The sun came out hot after 
the rain and ruined thousands of acres 
of corn in this vicinity. The St. .Mary's, 
St. Joseph and Maumee rivers are out of 
their banks.
